New Traffic Complications 
The trolley-bus is a new thing in Ed- 


monton, and when these strange vehicles 
start rolling along the streets they will 
introduce traffic conditions which have 
never been seen here, which will of neces- 
sity be confusing for a _ time, and with 
which both drivers and walkers will have 
to familiarize themselves before the 
streets can be as safe as they now are. 

The street car picks up and drops pas- 
sengers in the middle of the street. The 
bus is constructed to swing over to the 
curb at corners to allow passengers to 
alight and get on. Obviously parking near 
corners on bus routes cannot be permitted. 
And the motorist who,finds himself fol- 
lowing one of the busses will have to 
watch that he doesn’t get jammed between 
it and the curb at a stopping place. 

This new element of confusion will be 
particularly evident on streets where both 
cars and busses operate. The intending 
passenger will have to take note of whe- 
ther it is a car or a bus that is approach- 
ing, and get out in the street or stay on the 
curb as the case may be. The motorist 
will have to get clearly in mind whether 
it is a car or a bus he is following, and do 
his driving, passing or stopping according 
to their different methods of operation. 

All this means that those who .walk 
and those who drive will have a new set of 
traffic complications to deal with. Need-

international agreement to regulate price 
and flow and prevent a_ price collapse 
which would spell disaster to the 
great exporting countries. In  Can- 
ada it was a matter of speculation wheth- 
er the big western crop was an asset or a 
liability, the expectation being that it 
would prove a liability for the national 
treasury running into a deficit of many 
millions. 

The impact of war has radically chang- 
ed the situation. The world surplus is now 
recognized to be insurance, and none too 
good insurance, against hunger in coun- 
tries subject to the trade dislocations and 
shipping uncertainties of war time. The 
western crop is now definitely an asset to 
the growers, and a prospective source of 
indirect revenue to the Government. 

While the price has gone up, the 
prairie crop is found to yield better than 
was expected. The growers are getting 
more per bushel, and have more bushels to 
sell, than there was any prospect of a 
month ago. It was fortunate for peo- 
ple in many lands that a large world sur- 
plus was in existence and widely distrib- 
uted when the war broke. And fortunate 
for Canada and its Allies that the western 
crop will yield something between 200 and 
300 million bushels for export. 

The “too much wheat” problem is a 
casualty.

Whatever his purpose, Stalin’s army 
has effectively cut Germany off from the 
Rumanian oil field. 


An Admiralty statement says it is ‘ab- 
surd’’ to say the Bremen has been cap- 
tured. That is a handy word, to which the 
reader can attribute whatever meaning he 
may prefer. 


Berlin, of course, says Britain and 
France conspired to have the Rumanian 
premier assassinated. That his sentiments 
and policies were pronouncedly pro-Ally is 
a circumstance blandly overlooked by the 
Nazi propagandists in their haste to avert 
suspicion from themselves. They “protest 
too much.”

When published a couple of 
years before the Great War, 
Tipperary made little impres- 
sion on the world. But when 
the first British troops landed 
at Boulogne in August, 1914, it 
became world famous over- 
night. Regiments of what “Kal- 
ser Bill” called Britain's “Con- 
temptible Little Army” were 
landing at Boulogne, and their 
bands were playing. A corres- 
Pondent of a London paper, at- 
tracted by the tune the band 
was playing as the boys came 
off the boat, looked at the 
| bandmen’s music racks and 
saw that the title was, “It's a 
Long Way to Tipperary.” In 
his despatch of the landing he 
told of how the British troops 
landed in France to “Tipperary” 
| and how the boys whistled and 
sang it. Immediately every- 
| body wanted copies of the song. 
It became the world’s No. 1 
| song hit overnight. People 
sang it; bands and orchestras 
| plaved it and it became the 
| swmbol of that long, long way 
down the poved roads of France 
| to the mythical Tipperary 
which meant the end of the 
long, long trail.

Most popular march of the 
| Great War and probably in the 
world is Colonel Bogey. The com- 
poser is “Kenneth J. Alford” 
whose name appears many 
other fine marches, such as “The 
Great Little Army”, “The Mad 
Major", “On the Quarter Deck.” 
and others. Kenneth J. Alford is 
the pen name of F. J. Ricketts, 
who was at the time he composed
